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DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  609-1929, 


Nor  the  vacation  of  the  alley  between  Westover  Road  and  Sherwood 
Terrace  from  Crestwood  Drive  to  Hartman  Road  (so-called). 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  the  alley 
between  Westover  Road  and  Sherwood  Terrace  from  Crestwood  Drive  to 
Hartman  Road  (so-called). 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  vacation  as  above  described 
now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said 
City. 


The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by 
the  proposed  alley  vacation  as  above  described  is  described  as  Lot  Number 
1 Westover  Place  Addition  and  Lots  Numbered  87  and  102  South  Wood  Park  * 
Addition,  Section  C, 

The  above  described  alley  vacation  is  subject  to  an  easement,  re- 
served by  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  Indiana.  This  reservation  retained  by 
the  City  is  for  the  right  of  the  City  and  all  Public  Utility  Corporations 
to  at  all  times  maintain  therein  under  or  aerial,  the  public  sewers, 
water  mains,  gas  mains,  electric  light,  telephone  wires  or  cables  and 
their  necessary  poles  and  conduits.  The  right  is  also  reserved  by  the 
City  and  forthe  Public  Utility  Corporations  to  at  all  times  enter  upon 
said  abovementioned  vacated  alley  for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs 
or  otherwise  as  herein  set  out  and  that  any  obstruction  hereinafter  made 
upon  the  said  vacated  alley  by  any  property  owner  or  owners  of  property 
abutting  thereon,  interfering  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or  Public 
Utility  Corporations  in  the  exercise  of  their  rights  of  the  easement 
herein  reserved  shall  be  removed  by  the  said  Board  at  the  expense  of  said 
property  owner  or  owners. 

The  cost  of  said  alley  vacation  and  all  expenses  connected  there- 
with shall  be  assessed  against  the  property  beneficially  affected  there- 
by. 

All  according  to  the  method  and  mariner  provided  for  in  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Indiana,  entitled,  "An  Act  Concern- 
ing Municipal  Corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905  and  the  provisions 
of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof,  including  the 
right  to  bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 


Assessments  if  deferred  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  annual  install- 
ments with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)  per  cent  per  annum.  Under 
no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  Indiana,  be  or  be  held 
responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  due  from  said  property  owner  or  owners 
for  said  condemnation  of  property,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or 
bonds,  certificate  or  certificates  issued  in  payment  for  such  property 
damages,  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received 
by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such  damages  to  property  or  such 
moneys  as  said  City  is  by  said  above  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All 
proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said  improvements,  assessment  of  pro- 
perty, collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor  shall  be 
as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and 
supplements  thereof. 


All  of  the  above  described  alley  vacation  and  lots  affected  by  the 
above  described  alley  vacation  being  situated  in  the  Northeast  Quarter 
of  Section  22,  Township  30  North,  Range  12  East  and  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  Indiana.
